Total cattle slaughtered at Omaha yards 
Including 70.0OO calves, during 1928, were 
994,078. Of this number, 33.348 or a little 
over 3 1-2 per cent, were held as suspects. 
The number condemned under all con- 
ditions was 4,359, of which 1,617 were 
condemned for tuberculosis. 
It will be seen that a little oTer one- 
third of the' "retained" cattle were T. B 


. The . re-actors shipped to Oman* mar- 
kets for that year were 1.S65, of which 
291 were condemned. 
Xcarly £4 per cent 
of the re-actors 
shipped to the market -were used in the 
preparation of food products. 


Of the number of cattle shipped to Oma- 
ha, those showing tubercular lesions -was 
about 94-100 of 1 per cent of the cattle 
slaughtered. 


The number condemned was 16 per cent 
of those showing lesions—therefore, con- 
demned for T. B. is about one-sixth of 1 
per cent of the whole number slaughtered.

The causes of canker are usually 
difficulty in cutting the teeth, un- 
cleanllness of the mouth and teeth, 
and continued disorder of the stom- 
ach."Thrush," another form of stoma- 
titis,' occurs usually in bottle-fed 
babies, or in adults suffering from 
consumption or some other wasting 
disease. It is due to infection with 
some germ. You can distinguish it 
from canker because the mucous 
membrane is red in patches with 
white spots resembling curdled milk 
on the reddened surface. The prin- 
cipal symptoms are pain in the 
mouth and a great excess in the flow 
of saliva and there may be an asso- 
ciated bowel trouble. 
There is an aggravated variety of 
stomatitis, the gangrenous type. 
This is Usually limited to sickly chil- 
dren. It has all the common symp- 
toms of the other forms of stomaT 
titis, but differs from them by hav- 
ing, in addition, swelling and puff- 
ing up of the tissues, and a dis- 
charge from the patches. 
The first essential in the treat- 
ment of all forms of stomatitis is 
cleanliness of the mouth and of 
everything that goes into the mouth. 
Particular care must be given, in 
the case of babies, to feeding-bottles 
and nipples. 
Cleanse the mouth with a boric 
acid solution or a solution o£ bicar- 
bonate of soda before and after each 
feeding. This will go a long way 
toward preventing and curing stom- 
atitis in babies. 
In persistent cases of stomatitis 
it is sometimes necessary to have 
the affected parts touched with sil 
ver nitrate solution. Tour doctor 
will advise you regarding this. Also 
he will tell you about the correction 
of the intestinal trouble which is 
always present. 
Both to avoid and to .overcome 
this annoying condition the best 
treatment is a never-failing observ- 
ance of the general rules of good 
health. Sunshine, fresh air, regular 
habits, proper food and, above all, 
cleanliness of the mouth—all these 
will help to keep the child and the 
adult free from stomatitis.

Any farmer 
who wishes to buy a good purebred 
sow can usually buy such an animal 
right in his own neighborhood of a 
reliable breeder, and has the ad- 
vantage of picking the animal him- 
self and at a very reasonable price. 
There is ample opportunity to im- 
prove our livesotck herds and flocks 
by legitimate means without resort- 
ing to the purchasing of animals at 
exhorbitant prices offered under un- 
business like methods."

been iu Washington for some time 
in the interest of farmer relief. Mr. 
Stockton- described the plan as pro- 
viding tor a corporation, financed by 
the 
government, to buy and sell 


wheat in such manner as to maintain 
the price ou a parity with that of 
other commodities instead of leaving 
H at the mercj- of the world piv.V 


The idea, in brief, was for the 


corporation officials to compute the 
index figure showing what 
wheat, 


should fetch in comparison with 
other products, and buy at that 
figure until the price was focred up. 
A per cent of the price would be paid 
the farmer in script and would repre- 
sent his possible loss, while if the 
market held, it would be redeem- 
able for cash. Should the price be- 
come unduly high, the corporation 
v. ould bring it down by selling. Its 
advocates maintain that 
the plan 


would distribute a small loss over 
the whole field of production and 
domestic consumption, in place of 
forcing the wheat growers as a 
whole and individually to sell their 
product at little if anything more 
than it cost them to produce it. It 
would provide a fact finding commis- 
sion, an export corporation and 
financial machinery.

You can distinguish it 
Crom canker because the mucous 
membrane is red in patches with 
white spots resembling curdled milk 
on the reddened surface. The prin- 
cipal symptoms are pain in the 
mouth and a great excess in the flow 
of saliva ar.d there may be an asso- 
ciated bowel irouble. 
There is an aggravated variety of 
stomatitis, 
the gangrenous type. 
This is Usually limited to sickly chil- 
dren. It has all the common symp- 
toms of the other forms of stoma- 
titis, but differs from them by hav- 
ing, in addition, swelling and puff- 
ing up of the tissues, and a dis- 
charge from the patches. 
The first essential in the treat- 
ment of all forms of stomatitis is 
cleanliness of the mouth and of 
everything that goes into the mouth. 
Particular care must be given, in 
the case of babies, to feeding-bottles 
and nipples. 
Cleanse the mouth with a boric 
acid solution or a solution o£ bicar- 
bonate of soda before and after each 
feeding. This will go a long way 
toward preventing and curing stom- 
atitis in babies. 
In persistent cases of stomatitis 
it is sometimes necessary to have 
the affected parts touched with sil- 
ver nitrate solution. Your doctor 
will advise you regarding this. Also 
he will tell you about the correction 
of the intestinal trouble which 
always present. 
Both to avoid and to overcome 
this annoying condition the besl 
treatment is a never-failing observ 
ance of the general rules of gooc 
health. Sunshine, fresh air, regular 
habits, proper food and, above all, 
cleanliness of the mouth—all these 
will help to keep the child and the 
adult free from stomatitis.

In this and tlis folloTrln? article I can give only a highly concentrated 


t Iicclx-iis-i of points which should be considered in revising-. There will b« 
little room for explanation, but the reasons for any statements that you do 
not understand can be found In the standard text-books. 
Punctuation, 


spelling and c'ementary grammar will b« left out of consideration entirely. 


Revision of paragraphs. First test the paragraph for Unity by seeing 


if Its thought can be expressed In a single sentence. Any sentence—even 
any phrase or word—which does not help to bring- out this central thought 
should he omitted. Next, be sure that th« paragraph Is coherent—that It 
! angs together. Each sentence should follow naturally from the preceding 
one, 
and lead up to the next It will often be necessary to use linking 


words or phrases to guide the reader from sentence to sentence. Be sure 
that these links say what you want them to say. Don't write Jtowever 
when «oreof«r would be the logical connective. 
Finally, see that the 


paragraph ends m a firm, emphatic way instead of trailing off Into thin air. 
A restatement of the idea of the topic sentence provides the best conclusion. 


RevUion of sentence*. Here Mr. Hoover's articles, and my own earlier 


yerlts. should b« of s6me help. First of all. every sentence should be s. 
real sentence—a complete statement of a single thought. Then be sure 
lhat the parts of every sentence are in gramrcatical agreement: that you 
lave not used a singular subject with a plural verb, or a pluraJ pronoun to 
take the place of a singular noun. Good writing )g more than mere literacy, 
but writing must first be literate if it Is e^er to be good. 


After matters of grammar come the rhetorical requirements of Unity. 


Coherence and Emphasis. Under Unity, ask yourself two questions: (I) 
Do any of my sentences express more than one idea? (2) Have I devoted 
more than one sentence to expressing a single Idea? 


Four questions will test Coherence: 
(1) Have I made the structure of 


each sentence bring -out Its logical content by writing complex sentences 
when one clause Is subordinate In thought to another, and (2) compound sen- 
tences when two clauses are co-ordinate in meaning? (8) In complex sen- 
tences, have I put the main thought in the main clause and the subordinate 
thought In the subordinate clause? (4) Has each sentence one construction 
which carries through from beginning to end, or does the structure break 
and wabble and go astray? 


And now two questions for Emphasis: 
(1) Have I ex-pressed each 


thought in the most compact way in which it could be expressed without 
loss of some of its meaning, or are my sentences full of unnecessary words? 
(2) Does each sentence end with Its most important word, or at any rate not 
with something weak and insignificant? 


Those who have mastered these essentials will be able to think of finer 


points. Variety Is one of these. Avoid that monotonous repetition of words 
uhich Is caused by a scanty vocabulary- 
Avoid, too, the excessive use of 


some one type of construction, such as participial clauses. Perhaps your 
sentences are all loose or all periodic, or perhaps they are ttresomely regular 
ir 'en 'ii. Revision will correct these faults 


Often a sentence may be perfectly correct but will sound awkward and 


harsh. Try to change tho order of the words so as to get a better rhythm. 
Break up unpleasant combinations likeHe suffers 
from a tendency to corptt,- 


teiicv. Make a practice of reading your compositions aloud, so that your 
»ar may play its part in the work of revision. But never sacrifice sense 
for the sake of sound. Nothing is worse than meaningless decoration. 


i'ou are now ready to consider the appropriateness of your style to its 


subject. You may have tried to be funny and fallen flat; or you may have 
tried so hard to be serious that you are funny.

Do you find that your expression grows moat muddled just 
when you want It to be clearest? Will the reader not only understand your 
meaning- but grasp the spirit which lies behind what you say? 


These matters depend so much upon the personality of the writer that 


they lie beyond the scope of formal instruction. Tet many effects of style 
.1 Inch seem utterly mysterious can be traced to the use of the right word in 
the right place. Our last article will therefore be devoted to the revision of 
r-ords.
